Silver, Tin, Iron; the other Regulus is 

made into an Ambar, with Iron, Brafs, 

Lead, Tin, Mercury and the. Regulus ; 

but how to attain to the top of the third: 
degree, hic labor, hoc opus ; and then it may; 
be granted for perfe&t ; as C/oftus and Bazil: 
Valentine celebrate it for the King of. pur- 
ging medicaments ; for it. only draws fo 
much out of the body as is hurtful to it;

The way to 
detect fo great cheats, fhall be more plain- 
ly laid down in our Chirurgery. 

The compofition of our Chymical Cup, 
of our aftringent Balfam, -and aftringent 
Pills, is not in. this treatife; but I referve 
it for another ; and therein alfo 1naiP be 
explicated the. more. hidden and noble 
Arcana ; and. thefe [hall be the ‘moft 
celebrated ones of my moft beloved Ma- 
fter ; and the three. aforefaid fhall be the 
Captains: For I hope therein to lay down 
rare fecrets of nature ; to wit, I have acs 
curately inveftigated, with Virtuofo's and 
other curious Perfons the natural virtues 
of minerals, femiminerals, ftones, animals 
and vegetables, which work by an occult 
power ; for thofe:are your true fpecifics ;
